Weights and Measures 

"Wfi publiob Lliia morniog the Or- 
dinance relating to Woighta and 
Hoaeares. Tlio remuneration ojf the 
Inspector is fixed at twenty dentB for 
every weight or moaenre (not set of 
•weights or measures) to whioh ho may 
attach his mark. Wo are iniormod 
that several of the largo retailors, at 
that rate, will bo callod on to piiy as 
high as §12 to tbo Inspector, and that 
few BtorokooperH, if any, wili get off 
■with loss than 63. Tbo inspector will 
bo able to etamp every weight and 
measure in the city and dislriot in two 
weolcs' time and earn a bandaomo sura 
lor his trouble. Wo don't know that 
a bettor or moro iaitbiul man for tbo 
position could have been selected ; but 
as Mr Sparrow already holds a lucra- 
tive situation ut Cariboo, which requires 
his presonco there, wo submit that tbo 
appointmout should bo revoked, and 
the office of Inspector given to some 
person who has nothing else to depend 
upon for support. Tho maximum 
rate of compensation to the Inspector 
—it it bo possible to lower a rate al- 
ready established by laW'— BhcuM be 
ten cents per measaro or weight. This 
rate would coiupeDsato him band, 
flomely forbis services, and would not 
press heavily upon iho trading portion 
of the community, although, we cons 
fess, we bad rather see it further 
dnced to five cents than fixed at ten 
couts. With regard to tho necossitj' 
lor an Int-pector of "Weighls and 
Measures there ia but one opinion, 
and that opinion is in iavor of tho 
law, which, with iho exception of tho 
. fault we have pointed out, is a very 
good one, with penalties suliieiently 
stringent to mako its requirements 
respected.

WAT Robbery— At dusk, last eveaing, Mr 
John Walton, of iliis city, while walking 
along Esquimalt road, on his way towards 
town, was fired U|ion with a riflo by some 
: nnknown perBun, from a clump of bushes, 
and shot lhiou«h tlu ri^lit arm. Walton 
heard the r^-port und sua' the llaph, and realising 
by a suddi>n pain t'lat ho was wounded, started 
on a run, but had not proceedeJ far before he 
met B light wa(;on pioceeding towards Ei- 
qaimalt, the driver of wbicb, seeiog the 
wonnded man's conditioa, coDaented to bring 
bim to (own. The shooting occarred near 
the pile of rooks on the north aide of tbe 
road, about a quarter ol a mile west of Bland's 
Ion. The aiBassio fired from the bushes oo 
the Boutli side of the road ; the ball entered 
the arm just below the elbowi Sirikieg the 
bone the ball split in two, and pus.sing Ibronsh 
tbe arm carrii'd awuy a portion of the bone ; 
one-half of tliu bullet entered Walton's pants 
and inflicted a tlif^ht wound ou hia right 
thigh, the other half was removed from the 
ehirl-eleeve by Dr Triinblo, who was called 
in to dress the wound. The main object ol 
the assas.sin was robbery, and lie came pre* 
pared to shed blood to cfTeot it. It appears 
that Mr Walton had purchased three hun^ 
dred acres of land Irom Colonel Foster yass 
terday, and that be paid him tbe money io 
Brake & Jackson's office. Late in tbe after- 
noon be stalled down tbe E°qaiinalt road to 
ask the Colonel some questions concerning 
tho properly, and it is believed that the 
fobber, being apprised of tho purchase, aup- 
po.ied that Walton had money on his person, 
and so lay in wait Ibr him on his roturn at 
tho point indiciiiod and atteni|)tcd hia life. It 
is to be regretted tlal not tho glighteat clue 
e.-iials that will load to iho identity of the 
jiurnetrator of thin fiundisli attempt to take 
life, 'i'l.id is iht' Heeond tiino tliat Walton 
Jiaa escd|iud diiatli at the hands of bighwayK 
men. In lSi>3, whilo on hia way down from 
OariboOi Wifb o heavy "awag" of dust, ho 
was fired at five limes by robbers, but es. 
taped, with a ball through bis hat, by pottiug 
spura "-o bis horse; Dr Trimble Ihioks that 
the arm will be saved. 

A MissiKO Vbsjbd.— The brig Sheet 
Anchor, which clearod/rom Port Townsend, 
00 the llh of November; for Coquimbo, has 
sot since been heard from, and approben- 
■iona are felt for her safety, ns she weot out 
of tho Straits during Ihe gale which proved 
to disastrous to tbe Hawaiian bark"Maana 
Kea." It will bo rrmemberod that tho In- 
diana on tho Woat Coast reporlcd a vessel 
tottom up near Barclay Sound, about the 
middle of JS'ovuniber. Tho nnmo of this 
vessel was nut ascertained, and it is now 
feared that it was tho iiiasing brig, which 
must have boon capsized in the terrific gale, 
nod ever; Boni on board lost.

.Sia, — The negotiations respecting the \)ro- 
posed CoiifeJeralion of the lirilisli North 
American Provinces liavo rcaclied a point at 
wliieli I ibiiili it right that you shonld be 
generally apprised of thn niodo in whieli tbiit 
proposal is viewed by Her .Miijesty's Uoverii- 
nieiit. They are not iiiiiuvaro of the diillcul- 
lies wliich inusl atleiid any attempt to consoli- 
date in one lio'iy politic, a variety of Provinces 
whose habits, laws, and interests must be, in 
many respects, different, and in some perhaps 
not wholly compatible' By far the most im- 
portant part of tliose difncultics has been re-
